Sir: 


I beg to inform you that the Five Cent Nickel coin transferred from the Baltimore Sub- 
Treasury to the Mint for cleaning and reissue are found to be mixed, old strike and new strike, 
and very difficult to manage except at considerable loss of time. The two styles must be 
separated by hand, and cleaned, as well as counted separately. This will delay the reissue some 
days. 


Would it not be well to apprise the Treasurer of the United States of this condition of the 
coin and ask him to instruct Assistant Treasurer and Redemption Agents not to mix the old and 
new pattern Five Cent Nickel? If dispatch is required in cleaning and reissue it can be secured 
only by the separation of the coin before they reach the Mint.
